WASHINGTON, December 2.—The 


Fifty-fourth Congress opened on Mon 
day, December 2d, at noon, with the 
usual ceremonies. The deliberations 
in the Senate were conducted with 
historical dignity, while the opening 
in the Lower House look on the same 
animated appearance tbat has always 
characterized its sessions. 


The Senate was called to order by 


Vice-President 
Stevenson, and the 


House by James Kerr, clerk of tbe 
last House, the gavels in each cham- 
ber falling at the same instant on the 
stroke of 12 o'clock. Fifteen New 
Senators were to be seen in the Upper 
House, and six or eight times that 
many in the Lower House. One of tbe 
most notable festures of the opening 
of the House of Representatives was 
the large camber of young faces to be 
seen. 
In point of age, the present 


House is the youngest in tbe history 
of the American Congress. 


Congressman Grosvenor, of Ohio, 


placed T. B Reed's name in nomina- 
tion for Speaker of the House. Bayer*, 
of Texas, followed in close order with 
the name1 ex-Speaker Crisp. Then 
came Congressman Kem, of Nebraska, 
with tbe came of John C. Bell, of 
Colorado, a Populist. 


All the Republicans voted for Mr. 


Reed, all tbe Democrats for Mr. Crisp 
and all the Populists for Mr. Bell, 
with one exception. 'That one excep- 
tion was Mr. Crain of Texas, who 
voted for Congressman Culberson of 
that State. 


When tbe result was announced 


Mr. Reed had a clean majority of 132, 
and the galleries showed tbeir appre- 
ciation by tremendous applause. They 
became even more demonstrative a 
few minutes later when Mr.-£eed was- 
escorted Into tbe chamber on the arm 
of ex-Speaker Crisp, followed by Con 
gret-smen Bell and Qrp^yenor, who 
had been appointed a 
usher him to the seat o 
In accepting tbe speakeT%hlp Mr. 


Reed said, "It will not be unbecom- 
ing in me, I hope, if I acknowledge to 
this assembly that it is very agree- 
able to me to stand once more in the 
place I left four years ago. Of the 
past, however, I will not speak, for 
the past speaks for itself in terms 
more fitting and appropriate than 
any words tbat could come from my 
lips.

Dealers Anticipate a Scarcity of tbe 


Cuban Prod net. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—In an 


ticipatioo of a scarcity of sugar in 
Cuba, owing to tbe uprisings <<f the 
Cubans against Spain, the Philadel- 
phia and New York merchants have 
already taken time by the forelock in 
their efforts to secure themselves 
against any delay in filling their or- 
ders, and have purchased from Hono 
lulu planters upward of 30,000 tons of 
sugar, to be delivered here aud in 
New York in tbe early spring. 


Yesterday the charters were report- 


ed of eight American clipper ships to 
carry to Philadelphia and New York 
from 
Honolulu the cargoes. 
The 


ships already taken for tbe business 
are the Iroquois. Roanoke, Henry 
VillarJ, Reaper, Occniental, W. F 
Babcock, Indiana and 


The greatest deal In the sugar in- 


dustry that has been projected for 
years is DOW being carried on in this 
city. The millionaire planters of the 
Hawaiian islands have determined to 
bring Claus Spreckels to tbeir terms 
or they will form a combination 
greater than ever known to fight a 
trust. 


No less a man than John D. Rocke 


feller will be asked to bead the new 
combine. Though the planters of the 
islands are immensely wealthy they 
desire to bring such strong men into 
tbeir scheme that even the powerful 
trust will have to sue for peace. 


The planters of the Hawaiian Maude 


have a grievance against Sprecktls 
and the other members of the trust, 
and if (heir grievance is not st-t right 
they mean to fight. Five of the prin- 
cipal planters are now in this city aud 
they are in almost daily consultation 
with Claus Spreckels. Tliey are C. 
M. Cooke, H. P. Baldwin, J. B. 
Atherton, Heinrich Reujes and Paul 
Isenberg. Cooke, Baldwin and Ather- 
ton are stopping with relatives in 
Oakland, hut Ren)PS and Iseuberg are 
at the Oc. idtntal Ho'el. 


None of these men will talk for pub- 


lication about tbeir scheme and they 
take particular pains to avoid every- 
one who may desire to converse with 
them on the subject. Friends of Cooke 
and Baldwin say that they are on a 
week's trip in the interior of the State 
and that nu one knows just where 
they are. Atherton cannot b«- locat- 
ed. Renjes is "not in" when called 
upon aud Isenberg refuses to send any 
answer to cards forwarded to bis 
room. 


The fact is that the men are here 


determined to get what they believe 
are tbeir rights. The trouble is over 
the price paid for raw sugar. Under 
the c<>utiact the planters have with 
Spreckels they are to be paid accord- 
ing to the quotation in the New York 
inarketn, less a small percentage. 


If a ship arrives with a cargo of 


raw sugar today the planters are paid 
tor that cargo just what the New York 
price is less about one quarter of a c<-ut 
a pound, according to the grade. This 
quarter of a cent a pound means an 
immense sum of money on a year's 
crop. 


The islands produce, on an average, 


150,000 tons o/raw sugar a year. The 
deduction of one quarter of acenton the 
entire output amounts to $750,000 a 
year. This is a gain to the tiust and 
a loss to the planters of a fortune 
every year. The planters are deter- 
mined that this money shall go to 
them hereafter or ibey will wag e a 
sugar war with the trust. 


The planters are now demanding of 


Claus Hpreckels that be pay them the 
full price quoted in New York. 
If 


thin demand is not granted they will 
iiuild a refinery of their owu and ship 
sugar all over the United States in 
competition with the tru-t. 


The contract the p'anters have with 


Spreekels i»uiltthe tru-it runs for two

He was 
met in the lobby of the Occidental 
Hotel last evening, but he talked very 
little on the subject. Mr. Reujes said: 
"I am not here solely for my health, 
and I do not care to talk about busi- 
ness. I c»n't tell you anj thing about 
the new deal as I do not know auy- 
tbing abi'ur. it. The contract we have 
lasts for two years more, and by tbat 
time we may have a great change in 
things. The islands may be annexed, 
which we do not want, as your laws 
interfere with our contract laborers. 
We would prefer to be put under a 
protectorate or made a territory, as it 
would not do to let all the inhabitants 
of the islands vote."—S. F. Chronicle.

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TOOK HIS OWN LIFE. 


Deliberate Suicide of Postal Clerk 


Henry Kaia. 


Drink and Despondency Said to Be the 


Cause—Report of Shortage In Com- 


pany Funds—Military Funeral. 


For perhaps the first time In the 


history of the country, a native Ha- 
waiian has taken hia own life. 
Not 


long since a balf-wbite committed 
suicide, and a few months ago a mail 
and woman were found dead at Kola, 
snppof-edJy from the effects of poison 
administered by the hand of one or 
the other, but the theory of suicide 
was never fully substantiated. 


Saturday morning the community 


was shocked to hear tbat Henry Kala 
bad ended his life by shooting him- 
self through the head with a rifle. 
A 


telephone message 
to the 
police 


station at 11 o'clock conveyed the in- 
telligence. 
Deputy Marshal Hitch 


cock, with Captain Parker, repaired 
to the scene, just back of the prison 
and found the dead body of Kaia 
lying stretched fall length on the 
floor, with a hole through the bead 
The weapon used was a 45-calibre 
Springfield rifle belonging to the Na 
tional Guard. This was lying acros; 
tbe dead body. Attached to the trig 
ger guard was a black silk necktie 
made into a loop. Kaia is 8uppo«ei 
to have sat on the side of bis bed and 
E 


lacing the gun barrel in his mouth 
red tbe weapon by palling the trie 


ger with bis right foot. Tbe bal 
passed through tbe roof of the mouth 
through tbe head, out and througl 
tbe celling of the house. When tb 
boily was picked up the right foot was 
still in tbe loop. 


COBONEB'S JUBY. 


A jury, consisting of J. Kuaana, A 


K Abau, J. F. Colburn, Joe Helelu 
he, J."K. Kaunamano and Joe Puni 
was empanneled by Coroner Hitch- 
cock. Tbe remains were viewed in 
the afternoon, and, after hearing an 
account of the tragedy from a cousin 
of the deceased, tbe jury adjourned til 
7 o'clock in the evening, wnen fur the 
testimony was taken. 


INQUEST. 


At tbe Inquest held in the Deputy 


Marshal's office in the evening, Lou if 
Kekumano and D. K. Brown, both 
employees of the postofflce. gave evi- 
dence. The former testified to seeing 
the deceased on Tuesday and Friday 
last at his home. Went there in re- 
sponse to a telephone message; found 
Kaia sick in bed with fever; said he 
would be at> work Monday morning 
deceased made DO complaint abou 
anything or anybody; knew tbat 
Kaia was in the habit of drinking; 
saw him Monday morning before K 
o'clock, just before he left tbe post 
office; be bad been drinking the night 
before and that morning. 


Brown told of meeting deceased 


Saturday morning at 8:45 on Liliba 
street; aaked him how he felt; Kala 
replied same old trouble; replying to 
a question from Brown Kaia said he 
never intended coming back to work. 
After 
some 
farther 
conversation 


Brown said "so long*" Kaia replied, 
saying don't say "so long," but 
"goodbye;" repeated 
this 
several 


times; deceased never spoke of any 
family troubles. Brown testified tbat 
Kala bad repeatedly spoken to him 
about drikinp; on Thanksgiving day 
deceased said he'd been suffering from 
delirium as a result of drink. 


A cousin of tbe deceased was called. 


She told of her brother coming home 
a little after 10 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing; be complained of being unwell 
and said would lie down for a while; 
few minutes afterward beard shot, but 
paid no attention to it, as brother bad 
fired bis rifle several times the day 
before; went irom bouse of a neighbor 
and found brother dead on the floor; 
deceased bad not lived with his wife 
for some two years. 
Kala visited Rev Alexander Mack- 


intosh about 9 o'clock Saturday morn 
ing. 
He went there to seek advice on 


certain business matters. Remained 
only a few minutes. 


VERDICT. 


After bearing tbe testimony of the 


witnesses named, the jury rendered a 
verdict tbat tbe deceased came to bis 
death by his own baud a rifle being 
tbe weapon used. 


Kala had not been at work in tbe 


postofflce since Monday morning and 
was known to have been drinking 
more or less for several days. This, 
coupled with domestic troubles, is 
supposed to have been the cause of 
taking his life. 
Deceased was an 


energetic, bright young man. well 
liked by b,ls employers and all with 
whom he came in contact. He had 
been an employee of tbe Government 
for many years, and took an active 
part during past years In tbe volun- 
teer fire department. 
He was captain 


of Company G, N. G H., member of 
the Foresters and Y. H I. 


It is learned that Kaia had used 


funds belonging to Company G, and 
the vlait to Rev. Mackintosh was for 
the purpose of asking advice bow to 
raise money to make restitution. 
This, no doubt, had a great deal to do 
with the cause of suicide. 


A guard of members of Company G 


kept watch over the remains Satnr- 
day evening.

Eleventh Annual Report of This 


Well Known Organization. 


BETTERMENT OF MEN AND WOMEN. 


EstabllKhmeut of tUe Woman's Ex- 


change and Success of tht- Move- 
ment-Able Teachings of Temper- 
ance—The Loyal Ijefglou luter 


Following is the eleventh annual 


report of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, 1894-5 : 


The last year has been an enterpris- 


ing cue in the life of this organization. 


Starting as we did with a full treas- 


ury, 
we planned several new enter- 


prises having as their end and aim the 
betterment of man and woman-kind. 


First on the list was the securing a 


column, or half column, in one of the 
daily papers for temperance contribu- 
tions. Articles have been furnished 
by this union and the Y's on alter- 
nate weeks. These have been usually 
of an interesting character and cal- 
culated to enlighten and influence 
public opinion on the subject of the 
liquor traffic and its consequences 
upon those who patronize the business, 
as well as the baneful results upon 
society In general. 


Another new enterprise has been 


the placing of cards in the tramcars, 
bearing in large print some striking 
motto or quotation from some re- 
nowned person on the drink question, 
hoping in this way to arrest thought 
and exert an influence in the right 
direction. Last, but not least in our 
new projects during the year, is the 
establishment of the Woman's Ex- 
change. 
This movement has for its .object 


the material aid of women who wish 
to increase the exchequer of the fami- 
ly without leaving their homes to do 
it. Early In the year this movement 
began. A committee of six was ap- 
pointed to look up a fit place and at- 
tend to the details of starting^ the 
enterprise. This was no easy task, 
and great credit is due the ladies who 
so ably conducted the affair to a suc- 
cessful opening with Miss Oliver in 
charge, who volunteered her services 
for a trial of three months, and who 
has, in fact, served in that capacity 
siuce it was opened in May—about six 
months—and the success of the ex- 
change is largely due to her indefati- 
gable 
efforts. 
But 
the 
vacation 


months, and with them the cholera 
epidemic, brought the business of the 
exchange nearly to a standstill. After 
these troublous times were past and 
other businesses began to arrive a new 
impetus was given the exchange by 
taking larger quarters in connection 
with Miss Oliver's store, where the 
exchange has been located from the 
first, and opening a lunch room. , The 
opening day was very encouraging, 
and we hope the interest will not 
abate. Light home-made luncheons 
are served in a room made attractive 
by its borne-like atmosphere. 


It is uphill work to carry on a thing 


of this kind in Honolulu; but if en- 
ergy, patience and perseverance are 
the sure elements of success, we ex- 
pect that under the management of 
Miss Oliver and the committee of 
ladies In charge the success of the en- 
terprise is absolutely certain. 
About 


$750 have been paid depositors since 
its opening and we feel satisfied that 
it has served one of its chief purposes 
in helping women who are worthy of 
assistance. 


There has been a movement on foot 


by the President of the W. C. T. U., 
Mrs. 
E. W. Jordan, to organize tem- 


perance societies in the schools. At 
the Kawaiahao Seminary sixty girls 
signed the pledge. Other schools were 
visited and in the Beretania Street 
school, Miss Malonie, principal, she 
found a tobacco and cigarette pledge 
already started. 


At Oahu College temperance meet- 


ings have been held. These meetings 
were addressed by Mrs. Thomson, our 
superintendent of temperance instruc- 
tion, and others, and with recitations 
and music were exceedingly interest- 
ing 


Mrs. Thomson has also held meet- 


ings of the same character at the Ka- 
mehameha schools. 


The meetings of the Y's have been 


kept up through the year and they 
have given several Demo rest medal 
contest entertainments. 
The last re- 


port of the president was rather die 
couraging but we are loath to believe 
that the society will disband or allow 
itself to be merged into the W. C. T. 
Union. 


They have been so brave and loyal 


and so helpful in many directions that 
we have been proud of their record. 
The Loyal Legion is a very inter- 
esting and successful society though 
the many changes in presidents have 
perhaps been a drawback. 


Two of the presidents have resigned 


on account of circumstances of de- 
lightful Interest to themselves, but 
which left the poor children in a stake 
verging upon orphanage. We refer to 
Miss Ada Jones and Mlas May Water- 
house. They were both devoted to 
the work and were fully appreciated 
by the mother society. This society 
of little folks has numbered about 
thirty-five at its meetings, its mem 
beranip being much larger. 
After a 


long interval Miss Judd has consent- 
ed to act aa president. She ban always

One interesting feature of 


Many of the readers of tbe ADVER- 


TISER and GAZETTE have been to the 
volcano from Hilo, and will recollect 
that they followed a mule trail most 
of the way from about tbe eleventh 
mile to tbe volcano. This trail led 
over bare volcanic rock (paboeboe), 
and passing a few bouses on the way 
inhabited by native families, and on 
the right hand of this trail and ex- 
tending to near the volcano a belt of 
forest land, consisting 
trees, and an almost 


of tall ohia 
impenetrable 


jungle of ferns and ia-ia vines, in fact, 
a mysterious region of forest, and 
quite as much unknown as tbe vast 
extent of forest situated in Central 
Africa and described by Stanley and 
other explorers. 


This stretch of forest was many 


miles in length, and of unknown 
breadth, containing a vast acreage, 
and had never been penetrated ex- 
cept by a few bird catchers and na- 
tives, and then only on the outskirts, 
and its inhabitants were the feathered 
songsters of brilliant plumage, birds 
which seek and prefer the solitude of 
a vast jungle, and which are seldom 
seen iu tbe vicinity of the haunts of 
man 


This vast mysterious forest is Olaa, 


and as it was scarcely more than three 
years ago How is it today? 


It would seem almost as if we were 


living in au age and among a people 
such as is described in the Arabian 
Nights and that tbe magician had 
waived his wand over tbe scene and 
effected magically the present trans- 
formation. This vast mysterious re- 
gion of forest within the short space of 


the

This reserved strip is 


iroken, however, in place?, wherever 
there is a residence, by openings, 
which extend to the road, and which 
;iveaview of the coffee fields lying 
u tbe rear and of the snow-clad 
tfauna Kea. In connection with the 
above, and to show what has been 
done and what can be done, I cannot 
refrain from quoting a paragraph from 


memorial to the Crown Land Com- 


missioners which went from here less 
,han 
one year ago: 


"That we believe that this arrange- 


nent as outlined by us would give us 
bits of forest laud, open spots where 
would be built pretty homesteads 
urronnded with fruits and flowers, at 
unobstructed and far-reaching viewo 
he extensive coffee plantations, to be 
we bope, in the near future, with thei: 
wealth of color, the glossy green leaf 
be snow-white and fragrant blossom 
and the crimson ripe berry ready foi 
be harvest, and in the distant back* 
round the swelling slopes and hoary 
now-clad summits of those magnin- 
,ent twin monarcbs of the Paoi 
Maun a Loa and Mauna Kea. We 
ubmit, gentlemen, that a view like 
his, which can be bad, and that in tbe 
ear future, if you will only allow us 
o make It, would be far more attract 
ve.

ow have tbe class of people I have 
ust described above. There are none 
more intelligent and progressive on 
the face of the earth, and more of tbe 
•same class are being oonstautly at- 
trac'ed here, and ihe transformation 
has begun and is already well under 
way, ami all In tbe way of an attract- 
ive view as described above has been 
brought to pass iu many instances 
and will become general in the near 
future. 
Of course all thin Improve- 


ment and progress which Is going on 
all around could not take place with- 
out tbe help and co operation of a 
friendly and able Government and 
Legislature, and that we have. 


Tbe residents of Olaa nearly two 


years ago formed themselves into a 
society called tbe Hawaiian Coffee 
Planters' Association. Their objects 
were to foster the coffee Industry and 
to confer on all matters of mutual 
Interest, and to promote a friendly 
feeling among the members. One of 
their alms In to have a yearly reunion 
and ball, to which are Invited friends 
of the organisation living In Hilo and 
elsewhere. 


The second reunion or ball was 


given on tbe night of November 30tb, 
at Mountain View Hotel, owned by 
J. R. Wilson 
The night was cloud 


less with a full moon shining through 
the tops of tbe tall ohlas, and an occa- 
sional grimp^e of Mauna Kea, with its 
ftuow-ulad summit, could be had, The 
attendance was very large, considera- 
bly over 100 guesU), besides the resi- 
dent population, and very many of

best 
people from Hilo and 


vicinity, were In attendance. Moun- 
tain View Hotel IB a spacious building 
with very wide verandas encircling ic 
on all aides, giving ample room for 
dancing, which was carried on ou the 
front veranda, and for tbe supper 
which was spread on two parallel 
tables running the full length of the 
back veranda. Tbe rooms and ver- 
andas were brilliantly lighted with 
Chinese lanterns and finely decorated 
by E. D. Baldwin from tbe products 
of the Olaa woods auU gardens. The

baud. 
The supper at which some 


happy speeches of welcome were made 
by Mr. Boss, the president, Mr. Fur- 
neanx and Mr. Barthrop, waa all that 
could be desired, and was closed with 
a vote of thanks to all who had a 
hand in this joyous occasion. Danc- 
ing continued until * late hour and at 
daylight the guests after a night of 
unalloyed enjoyment 
ueperated on 


their way to tdeir several home-i. 


It was indeed a memorable occasion 


and tbene annual reunions it is to be 
hoped will continue from year to year, 
and be participated in by our chil- 
dren after the original pioneers have 
passed from tbe scene. 
Tbe floral 


decorations arranged by E. D. Baldwin 
proved him to be au artist of great abil- 
ity. Opposite the main entrance were 
two large floral pieces. Tne one on 
the right was the word "Welcome," 
in letters of a foot in length, each let- 
ter being com posed of quadruple rows 
of crimson coffee b*rrie>s set ou a 
background of ti-leaves; ihe border of 
this picture was composed of a fruit or 
vegetable called in Spanish 
"cha- 
yote." The one on the left band was 
circular In form and about eight feet 
in diameter. Tbe center, for a width 
of four feet, was composed of wawae- 
iole (mouse foot;, interspersed here 
and there with hibiscus blossoms. 
Surrounding this central disc was a 
double row of pure white flora ponda 
blossoms, and surrounding the whole 
was a fringe, more than a foot in 
width, nf tbe leaves of the ia-ia vine. 
Tbe effect wai magnificent. 
There 


was alto au exhibition of all tbe prod- 
ucts of the forest and gardens of Olaa, 
which was unique; flowers in abund- 
ance, from roses to callas. Two of the 
products deserve special mention. One 
was a Washington navel orange tree 
contributed by E. D. Baldwin. This 
tree was about three feet in height, 
and upon tbe tree were several dozen 
perfect oranges averaging four inches 
each in diameter, besides blossoms 
and newly formed fruit. The other 
notable product was a bunch of a 
peculiar kind of grass some seven feet 
in length and Introduced Into the dis- 
trict by Mr. Sunter. This gracs, un 
named and unclassified as yet, is 
probably the most wonderful forage 
plant ever introduced into Hawaii, 
and perhaps second only in value to

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Tug Eleu Sent Out to Intercept 


a Suspicious Schooner. 


KAHOOLAWE AS A LANDING 1'LACE. 


Customs Authorities Get Ahead of the 


Newspapers for the Nouce—Maneu- 
vers of a Suspicious Vessel as Seen 
Near Mokena — Interview at Maul. 


(From Monday's Daily ) 


For once the Customs authorities 


fitted and sent out an armed e^pe- 
dition that the newspapers knew 
nothing of until many hours after. 
Recent advices from the Coast 
stated that a schooner, supposed 
to be loaded with opium, was on 
her way to some point in the 
islands. 
In order to circumvent 


the smugglers the Customs officers 
concluded to send the tug Eleu on 
a cruise in the hope of catching the 
schooner. Last Thursday prepara- 
tions commenced, and early Friday 
evening saw everything arranged 
for the expedition. Several Cus- 
toms guards, with Captain Elvin, 
lately a gunner in the National 
Guard, were armed. and taken 
' along. 
Pilot Macauley was in 


command. The tug went out about 
7 o'clock Friday night and headed 
toward Molokai. 


Late Saturday afternoon a report 


was current that Diamond Head 
lookout had telephoned that the 
tug, with a schooner in tow, was off 
the Heads. This created a great 
deal of excitement, especially along 
the water front, and in a short 
time the different wharves were 
crowded with expectant 
people. 


Investigations prored the report to 
be erroneous. 


Up to a late hour last night 


nothing had been seen or heard of 
the Eleu, and she is not expected to 
return before this afternoon, as bet* 
orders were to cruise about Maui, 
'Molokai and Kahoolawe, and on 
to the big island before returning 


In connection with the mission 


of the Eleu, it may be mentioned 
that suspicion has been directed 
for some time to certain local par- 
ties as being interested in smug- 
gling deals, and it is believed one 
of thoae interested gave the officers 
a hint of the schooner which is sup- 
posed to be coming this way. 
Coupled with this is an account in 
a Coast paper that a vessel recently 
cleared from Victoria, British Co-, 
lumbia, ostensibly for some south- 
ern port, but would, after getting 
oat to sea, undergo a change by 
being painted and renamed, make 
for these islands. 


It is believed that the island of 


Kahoolawe affords excellent oppor- 
tunities for the safe landing of 
opium, and the appended 
inter- 


view with a prominent citizen who 
is acquainted with the surround- 
ings there certainly bears the state- 
ment out. 
" What a lovely place the island 


of Eahoolawe is for landing opium," 
said a native resident of Makena a 
day or two previous to the de- 
parture of the Kinau on her trip 
to Honolulu. 
The story which 


the man had in mind when he 
made the remark is substantially as 
follows : 


About a fortnight ago, just as 


day was beginning to break, two 
foot-eore travelers, who had just 
reached the foot of Miller's hill, 
near Makena, noticed a small two- 


In situation the island of Kahoo- 


lawe is most admirably adapted to 
the landing of opium. Under cover 
of darkness a vessel can easily put 
in, deposit dope out of eight of any 
watchers on Maui and silently Bteal 
away without the least fear of de- 
tection. 


Natives who are well acquainted 


with the coast of the island say 
there are many most favorable spots 
for such work, and this fact is 
known to dealers in the slippery 
stuff on the Coaot 
They are of 


the opinion that Kahoolawe has 
been the objective point of many 
opium expeditions, and that it will 
likely continue to be. 


Meeting of Hana Teachers. 


The Hana teachers held another

master evidently had no intention 
of visiting Maui, for he kept as near 
to Kahoolawe as it was possible to 
do with safety. 
Very soon four 


men put off in a boat, finally 
rounding the point and out of sight 
of any observers from Maui. 
In 


the course of a half an hour the 
boat returned with the men work- 
ing like beavers to reach the vessel 
in as short a time as possible. 


The appearance of the occupants 


of the boat was foreign, but on ac- 
count of the uncertain light and 
distance from the observers on 
Maui, nothing definite could be 
made out. 


When the boat reached the side 


of the vessel a red flag was hoisted 
three times to the top of the mast. 
The boat was hoisted to its place 
and men aboard ship were sent 
hurrying in different directions to 
posts of duty. From the action of 
the crew, it was very evident that 
the captain had signalled danger in 
the fast-approaching daylight. In 
a few moments the little schooner 
was scudding along in the direc- 
tion of Lanai. 


The travelers were so surprised 


by the mysterious actions of the 
vessel that they failed to seek the 
authorities and report the case, 
bnt sat in wrapt observation of 
what was going on before them.

Telephone messages from Waia- 


lua and other places beyond the 
pali reported the earthquakes equal- 
ly as strong as in Honolulu.
